London, Dee, 31.—The war office
hag received the following dispateh
from Lord Kitchener, dated Pretorin,
December 00: “Gen, Lyttleton re-
ports that our post at Helvetin was

captured yesterday morning by the
Boers, About 50 were killed and
wounded und 200 taken prisoners,

track of the enemy, Helvetin being
reoccupied by Reeves, who has been
reinforced from DBelfast., Helvetia
was o very strong position on the
Machadodorp-Lydenberg railway and
was held by a detachment of the
Liverpool regiment., Am asking for
further information.”

While Lord Kitchener sends bad
news for England on the closing day
of the yeur, the press continues to
take o surprisingly hopeful view of a
grave situation and of revelations of
an enormously wide field of Boer ac-
tivity., Gen, Dewet is still at large.
Kimberley is isolated, The Doers arn
in force enough to have captured a
strong position at Helvetin, in the
Lydenburg district, while judging
from Lord Kitchener's very recent nd.

against the Boer invaders in Cape Col-
